for the gloric of Goa,and benchte of his 


Church, and partieulat]y for the ſetting 
vppe of an holy preaching miniſterie,un 
which point,at the leaſt in wordes, you 


accord and 1oyne with vs. Therefore,in - 


thar whereunto we are come,letvs walk 


by one rule, and belike affected. Contt- 
der yee Fathers and brethren, in Chriſte 


beloued, what we lay, both to vou, and. 


to vs,the Lord giue vnderſtanding 
thin gs,1n Chriit, Amen.
